Mr. Ben Orton of the Bank of Co 
merce staff, who has been spending 
his vacation visiting the different 
towns in the rockies, returned last 
week, and commenced duties again on 
Monday. 

Two hundred thousand horse power 
of electrical energy are being added 
to Canada’s supply each year, accord- 
Ing to J. C. Smith, president of the 
Canadian Electrical Association. This 
means a capitalization of $40,000,000 
a year. Half of this is In Ontario. 

Quebec’s forests returned a record 
revenue in the fiscal year 1921-22, 
amounting to over four million dol¬ 
lars, according to the report of the 
Minister of Lands and Forests. The 
revenue of the Departmeht is mainly 
from lumber dues and the hudrauHc 
branch. 

“I’m afraid, my friend,” said the 
lecturer, interrupting his address to 
point an accusing finger at a little 
man who was yawning in a front seat, 
“that you are not following me close¬ 
ly.” “I’m not a friend of yours,” re¬ 
plied the little man, truculently, “and 
I’m not here to listen. I’m waiting to 
put out the lights and lock up the 
hall.” 

Settlers arriving in the three prairie 
provinces during May numbered 1,020, 
according to Thomas Gelley, commis¬ 
sioner of immigration. They brought 
with them $277,000 in cash and effects 
valued at about $100,000. Of the total 
number 156 settled in Manitoba. 

A report from London, England, 
states that the London Canadian Cor¬ 
poration has set out to interest big 
British firms in the Canadian indus¬ 
trial field, and inducing them to locate 
branch plants in the Dominion. They 
bring to England expert knowledge of 
the Canadian situation and undertak¬ 
ing, when negotiation are completed, 
that one half of the capital required 
for the new venture shall be found in 
Canada. 

The last crop report issued by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway states that 
the crop outlook continues promising, 
showers having again been fairly gen¬ 
eral throughout the Prairies Prov¬ 
inces. Occasional days of extreme 
heat have been rather trying in cer¬ 
tain districts where the moisture sup¬ 
ply has been limited. Livestock is re¬ 
ported as doing very well and unifor- 
mally good crops of rye, hay, sweet 
clover and corn are reported in each 
of the three provinces.
